Loyalty in Canada. 

When tho oxigonoy has arison, nono 
ot Hor Majesty's Colonial subjocta 
havo provod themselves moro ombuod 
with a truo spirit of patriotism and 
loyalty than tho pooplo of British 
North Amorica. Tho Tront ombroglio 
in 1802, and tho Fenian raids in 18GG, 
sorvod to show tho grit of tho Cana- 
dians, if no other proof woro needed. 
It may suit tho purpososof tho Ameri- 
can Govornmont and a cortain section 
of rabid malcontents, who infest 
Canada as well as this and othor Colo- 
nies, und whoso solo aim is to upset 
whatovor Government thoy li^o uudor, 
to roprosont that tho country is ripo 
foi annexation to tho TJnitod States, 
but thoy belie the popular sontimont. 
Canada, with hor throo or four mil- 
lions of subjects, is loyal to tho coro ; 
hor peoplo have had ovory opportunity 
of judging of tho boastod blessings and 
advantagos of a Eopublican form of 
Govornmont, but thoy " will nono of 
it," and aro proparod at any momoat 
to fight if necessary for tho liberties 
thoy enjoy under tho liboral monarchy 
of England. Amorica has for a long 
time oast longing oyos at tho Queen's 
dominions in tho North. Sho covots 
their granaries, their forests, thoir 
minerals, fisheries, lakes, rivers, and 
harbors, and aims at tho ovontual es- 
tablishment of tho Munro dootrino 
ovor tho entire coutinont, from tho 
polar rogions^to tho Gulf of Mexico. 
To this ond was tho reciprocity treaty 
abrogated — a treaty which, whilo it 
caused an immonso trade to spring up 
boiwoon tho two countries, was pro- 
pondoratingly bonoficial to tho Unitod 
States. Tho manifold commorcial 
advantages dorivod by tho Americans 
through this treaty woro sacrificed by 
tho Government and Congress, for 
what? Simply in tho vain hopo of 
promoting among thoso who woro tho 
sufforers a desire for annoxation. Has 
it had that effect ? Lot tho answer 
bo suppliod in tho words of tho 
talented promior of Nova Scotia, Dr. 
Tuppor : " Wo havo, in common with 
the British, the samo affootion for our 
Graoious Queen, and tho samo prido 
in all that is groat and glorious in the 
history of tho ompiro of which wo 
form a part. But in add! ion to all 
this, tho poople of British Amorica of 
every olass, nationality, and religion 
bolievo that under the free institutions 
which havo boon concoded to us thoy 
enjoy, as subjects of tho British 
Crown, a security for lif'o, property, 
and personal liborty that is to bo 
found neither under tho dospotic Gov- 
ernments ot Europe nor tho republican 
institutions of Amorica. Had confed- 
eration boon promptly accepted by tho 
maritime provinces when it was pro- 
posed in 18G4 by the conforonco held 
in Quoboc, I am confident that tho 
.Reciprocity Treaty would novor havo 
boon disturbod, and that tho -Fenians 
would not havo beon mad onotigh to 
attempt to invado us. Tho prophots 
of tho United States wero doludod by 
tho falso impression that tho disinclina- 
tion to Kurrondor local institutions 
aroso from tho proferenco of a largo 
portion of our poople for annoxation to 
tho republic. The early consummation 
of this ercat echomo of confederation 
will offeotually undeceive thom, and 
teach tho annexationists and tho 
FoniauB aliko tho great truth that all 
classos and parties in British America 
iufiuitoly profor British to republican 
institutions. Confederation will, thorci 
foro, not only socuro tho prosperity of 
British North Amor ica, but peace and 
harmony as woll ; and I shall bo much 
surprii-od if twolvo months after it is 
consummated, as 1 trust it will bo by 
an act of tho Imperial Parliatnout as 
soon as it moots, doos not bring the 
Amorican Govornmont to us suing for 
tho ronowal of a Reciprocity Treaty. 
I may bo aBkod, do tho pooplo of thoso 
Colonios dosiro this union of British 
North Amorica ? I answor most om- 
piratically, thoy do ; and I am pro- 
pared to givo tho fullest evidence on 
this point. In all these colonios wo 
onjoy tho samo system of roprosonta- 
tivo institutions and constitutional 
govornmont which prevails in Eng- 
land. Our 1'arliamont has tho Bamo 
unlimitod powor, subject to tho Sov- 
oroignty of Britain. In Canada all 
parties, and cladtos, and seotions aro 
60 unitod on this great question that 
whon it was proposed that tho union 
should not bo consummated until it 
had boon rof'orrod to tho pooplo at 
tho polls, only ninotoen mombors 
could bo found to vote to that offoct." 
Mr Tilloy, of Now Brunswick, in ad- 
dressing tho British North American 
Association, also doolared that tho 
Colonios dosirod no separation from 
Groat Britain ; thoy sought a closer 



anion; thoy wero satisfied with tho 
institutions thoy had, and thoy wishod 
to prosorvo thom ; and ho would re* 
poat thou what ho had said in Canada 
a twolvomonth Binoo. that, if there was. 
anything that woundod tho foolings of 
colonists, it was tho doubt sometimes 
exproasod in Parliament and olao- 
whoro of thoir loyalty. Ho trusted 
that tho British North Amorican 
colonists bad rooontly given amplo 
ovidonco of thoir loyalty, and ho 
would add that, should circumstances 
demand it, they woro proparod to 
mako much groator saorificos in do- 
fonoo of thoir country and thoir 
Unions, and in tho mainton- 
anco of British connootion. Lot 
Groat Britain do hor duty and roposo 
confidonco in hor colonial subjects, and 
nothing can or will shako thoir loyalty 
and attachment. Governor Hinoke, 
of British Guiana, a Canadian by birth, 
on tho samo occasion, warns tho 
Statesmen and pross against tho tend- 
ency to uttor remarks to tho offoct 
that thoy woro willing, most willing, 
to havo tUo oonnootiou betwoon Eugs 
land and hor Colonios torminatod. 
Canada would never soparato from 
Groat Britain by tho unanimous wish 
of hor inhabitants. If ovor sho separ- 
ates it would bo opposed by anothor 
party, and tho separation would not 
tako place without bloodshed. Thoro 
was a party in British Amorica pas- 
sionately attachod to republican prin- 
ciples, which wishod to overthrow 
monarchy in Canada, and unite the 
country to tho United States. It was 
a grout mistako for Englishmen to givo 
countonanco to a party of this kind, 
and by so doing incroaso tho difucul 
tios caused to tho loyal peoplo of 
Canada by tho lawless marauders 
threatening her frontiorB." " Tho 
moraont," says tho loader of tho op- 
position in tho Nova Scotia Assembly, 
Mr Archibald, " that thirty millions 
ot our neighbors had changed thoir 
national charaotor— tho moment that 
thoy ooasod to bo farmers, and minors, 
and manufacturers and mechanics, and 
had become ono of tho groatost mili- 
tary powers in the world, our position 
was ontirely changed, and tho Pro- 
vinces must either confodorato or bo 
swallowed up in tho groat Amorioan 
Republic Tho pooplo of tho Pro- 
vinces had no desiro to bo absorbod. 
Tho Colonios folt that they had out- 
grown the habiliments of infancy, and 
thoy wore now roady to assume thoso 
of maturor yoars; but in whatovor 
stage of progress thoy might bo, it 
was thoir dosiro to maintain tho spirit 
of liborty and the attachment to Brit- 
ish Institutions, which had always dis- 
tinguished thom, and they hoped to 
find in tho Confederation thoy woro 
seoking such a modification of their 
institutions as would most oertainly 
assuro thoir safety and their progress, 
as would placo side by side with the 
domooracy ot tho United Statos tho 
moro tomporod liberty of British ins 
stitutions.

Eastern States. 

Chicago, Nov. 24 — The propellor Lac 
La Bello and steamer Milwaukie collided on 
Friday evening.

Chicago, November 25 — Washington spe- 
cials say the Governmotit is yet without ad- 
vices in reference lo the arrest and osoape of 
John Surratt, announced by the cable. This 
much, how ver, was known, thus Surratt was 
traced to Richmond, and from thence ha is 
supposed to havo gono to Scotland via Can- 
ada, where he load rofugo in a UalbolicCon- 
vent. II is not considered probable that h« 
will ever he returned to this country. 

New Yoke, Nov. 24— Two moro distiller- 
ies wero seized yesterday. Tho disclosures of 
distillery frauds hereabouts aro astonishing. 

The arrost of Ortega proves to have beon 
Sheridan's voluntary uct, but hue since boon 
approved by the Government. 

Washington, Nov. 24 — Franco asks for 
further time in which to withdraw her troops 
Irom Mexico, which our Government will not 
grant, but insists upon tho original agreement 
boing carried out. 

The President has completed the greater 
part of his message, and for tho first time the 
message and documents will bo printed anil 
ready for the members of Congress at the 
opening of the session.

SHIPWRECK AND LOSS OF LIFE. 



San Francisco, Nov. 27.— The Brisish 
iron bard Coya, of Liverpool, laden with 
coal from Sydney, was approaching this 
port under every sail, the captain supposing 
himself near tho Furallonos, tho weather 
having beon thiok tho two previous days, 
when sho struck ut 7 o'clock, on Pigeon 
Point, i-ixiy miles south of this point. 
Walter Cooper, ono of tho three saved, 
nrrivod in this city last night. Ho describes 
tho scone after she struck as terrible in the 
oxireme. An attempt was made to launch 
the long boat, but she was iustantly swamped 
by the waves which wero constantly break- 
ing over her. The captain and officers did 
all in their pnwer lo save tho pasBongers, but 
all to no purpose. No boat could live in 
such a sea. It was evident to all on board 
that the only hopo of being saved was in 
clinging to pieces of tho wreck as 
tho ship dashed to pieces on the rocks 
Cooper bad on only his undorshirt, drawers 
and cravat, when ho reached shore, and 
others were caually as scuntily clothed. 
Thoy wero nearly benumbed with cold, and 
crawled out of reach of tho waves with 
great difficulty. In order to protect them- 
selves Irom the colj they dug a hole in the 
sand, and the throe survivors crawled into it, 
covering themselvts over with hushes, where 
ihey remained until morning, when thoy 
found their whereabouts a mile from the 
wreck. Only ono body, that of Mrs Jeffries, 
had washed nshoro whon Cooper left. The 
hull of tho vessel had entirely broken up and 
disappeared, while tho beach was strewn 
with the fragments.

— George Byron, paseeuger, Sydney; Thomas 
Brastow, first mate ; Walter Cooper, soamau. 

Macondray & Co,ol this city, wero the 
consignees ol the Coya. The ship being ol 
iron and laden with coal, a very small part 
ol tho wreck besides the spars will be likely 
to roach the shore.

THE BAHAMAS. 

(From tho Now York "Horald." 



Terriflc Hurricane at Nassau and the 
Out Islands— Hundreds of Dwellings, 
Churches, Warehouses and Stores 
Blown Down or Damaged— Two 
Thousand Persons Houseless— Seri- 
ous Itlariuc Disasters and Many 
Lives Lost, 

By the arrival of the Canard steamship 
Corsica at this port on Friday wo have files 
Irom the Bahamas dated at Nassau, N. P., on 
tho 20th of October. 

The papers contain very ample and melan- 
choly details of tho effects ol the lerriblo 
hurricane which visited the islands on tho 1st 
and 2d instant— already referred to by telo- 
graph in our columus— with reports of tho 
marino und commercial losses sustained 
thereby. 

His Evcelleticy tho Governor called a 
meeting of the Legislature October 9, for the 
purpose of consulting us to the bust method 
of alleviating tho distresses occasioned by 
tho hurricane. Several vessels liaso been 
dispatched from Nassau to tho out islands 
with provisions lor the des ituto. 

The Nassau Guardian of the 20th of 
Octobor reports hor Britannic Majesty's ship 
Nimble still lies ashore on her starboard 
side, abreast of tho Navy Yard. Her guns, 
ammunition and engines havo beon removed, 
and hopes aro entertained of releasing her 
comparatively uninjured. 

4 From llio Nassau Guardian, Octobor 3.] 
It is our most painful duty to record tho 
most alarming hurricane which has visit od 
Nassau within the memory of man. On Sun- 
day morning, at 11 o'clock, the aneroid bar- 
ometer at the Commissariat stood at 29-3, 
with the wind northeast by north. At half- 
past nine p.m. it fell to 27.7. There was a 
lull for nearly an hour and a half. About 
half-punt ten o'clock p.m. tho wind sprung 
up from tho opposite quarter — the southwest 
— and continued to blow violently till two 
a.m. yesterday, when it gradually subsided. 
To give o correct account of property de- 
stroyed will bo impossible until tho returns 
shall bo officially sent in. The Wesleyans, 
we bolievo, have suffered most, their now and 
beautiful Trinity ohapel, Frederick street, 
with its large and powerful organ, being en- 
tirely demolished, leaving only the olass and 
school rooms beneath entire. This lofty edi- 
fice was blown down about three o'clock p m. 

The Council Chamber and House of Assem 
bly have sullerud as badly as any of tho pub- 
lic buildings. 

Commencing from tho Navy Yard, West 
Bay street (below which it was almost im- 
possible to pass on account of tho ruins of 
houses, bouts, piucos of wreck, broken up 
wharves, etc ) and proceeding in an oasterly 
direction, we observed that the wharf of the 
Navy Yard was swept a<vay ; the bathing- 
bouse ol the Ordnaneu Department has 
shared the samo fate. The outbuildings 6l 
the barracks havo partially disappeared ; the 
roof of llio officers'oquarters and that of the 
eastern iron barracks have been torn up. All 
the wharves on tho north sido of Buy street 
aro demolished. The slaughter house and 
market fish shed aro no moro. 

Tho New Providence Asylum has suffered 
considerable, und tho Quarantine buildings 
aro levelled with the ground. 

The Baptist chapel (/don) in Shirley street , 
is divested of its portico. St. Aiino's church 
at Sandilands is swept from its foundation. 

We havo oo!> hoard of tho loss of two lives, 
ono that of Mr Abraham Addorley, who was 
knocked down by tho falling ol a hoiiso in 
the Middle road, Albort Town, and drowned 
in tli 13 inundation of rain; tho other that of 
tho Infant Public School teacher, Mrs Horton, 
Crashed to death by hor falling house. 

Government housu is in such a deplorable 
state that his Excellency and family havu 
taken up thoir abode at !ho Attorney Gen-! 
oral's. 

Tho lioueo of the Hev. J. Watkina was 
blown down, and that of K, A. Menendoz, 
Esq., shared the same fale. 



THE SHIPPING:. 

(From too Nubssu uuardian, Oct. 13) 
We are sorry to learn that of tho shipping 
in port during tho rocent hurricane ninoty- 
three vessels and boats wero distroyed, niuoty 
seven seriously damaged, and forty ono 
slightly injured — total, two hendrod and 
thirty one. 

The schooner O. J. Marshall, of Nassau, is 
a total wreck. Tho captain ( Evons) and crew 
aaved themselves with difficulty. 

TUE OUT ISLANDS. 

From tho settlement of Greut Stirrup's 
Cay, Berry Islands, wo learn that tho hurri- 
cano committed great ha coo there. There 
is not an inhabited cay that has not a house 
thrown down or e. roof off. 

A bark which struck on tho Susan Rock 
forming Botram Bight, on the north sido of 
Stirrup's Cay house, has gone all to pieces. 
All on board porished. Mr J. S. Johnson 
buriod three of tho unfortunate sufferers on 
tho 3d inst. and ono on the 4th; Mr Thomp- 
son also buried ono. 

Tho hurricane commenced at Tarpum Bay 
Elouthera, about midnight on Sunday, It 
blow down sixtoon to twenty houses belong- 
ing to the settlerneut, injuring tho church on 
tho bay, and slightly damaging the Wosloyan 
chapel. 

RECAPITULATION, 

In Nassau there were G17 dwelling houses 
destroyed ond (500 damaged, five places of 
worship destroyed and three damaged, seven 
teen warohousos destroyed, ono theatro 
destroyed, and ono thousand and thirty-four 
persons rendered houseless. 

In tha out islands, from Bhaoo to Mayugu- 
ana, tho destruction of properly was severe in 
proportion, and a number of livoa woro lost 
by shipwreck and otherwise. 

At Victoria Hill the orews of tho Fly and 
Thames and two men of the Georgiaua were 
drowned. 

At Long Cay (Fnrtuno Island) fourteen 
livos wero lost by shipwreck. 



» English Affairs," 

Editors British Colonist — Perhaps tho 
greatest annmoly in these days is the extra- 
ordinary ignorance displayed everywhere 
out of England of Engl sh institutions. 
Every catch penny print in Europe and the 
United States (failing anything more sensa- 
tional) inllicts its column or two on its rea- 
ders, ostensibly to enlighten them on the 
subject, hut resulting in hopeless bewilder- 
ment. Your neighbour of the Telegraph, in 
bis issuo of Sunday last, finding his usual 
tactics (scurrilous attack on tlio Government 
und overyone connected with it) becoming 
stale and unprofitable, seizes upon this 
lucky theme from which to manufacture a 
leader. Of course, being out of his depth he 
splashes about in an awful manner, and 
serves up such a hedge podge of perversion 
that tha "general reader" lays down tho 
paper, thoroughly nt fault as to the object of 
the article, but sutisliod that England must 
be a very bad country where such an amount 
of wickedness can exist. It may bo well to 
state here that Party wurfare in England 
assumes a very different phase to that 
usually seen on this sido of the Atlantic; 
"Misgovernment ol Ireland," "Education," 
"Poor Laws," and a thousand other questions 
are made the pegs on which to hang riovor- 
onding coils of newspaper erudition, and 
platform eloquence. Such questions havo a 
twofold advantage, they sound well, and as 
they aro novor understood by ibe mass, 
admit of never ending kaleideoscopio manipu- 
lation ; the middle classes, knowing tho 
dodgo and being veiy woll satisfied with tho 
steady progress made in every branch of en- 
lightenment, regard the working of this political 
yeast with perfect indifference, always taking 
caro that where any real dcfocl or abuso ex- 
ists a speedy remedy is applied. Foreign uud 
Colonial paper editors, however, turn the 
crumbs and fragments of abuse leveled by 
ono party at another to raro account, and 
opin somo extraordinary yarns composed of 
this reluse for behoof of their innocent read- 
ers ; who, never having been in England, 
receive it as undoubted ttuth. 1 need hardly 
say that the above rulo alone applies to catch . 
pennies ; respectable journalists rarely dis- 
gracing their columns with llieso perversions 
of facts. Tho respectable oitizens of the 
United States aro heartily nsham.-d of this 
discreditable practice by American journal- 
its, and it forms ono reason for the educated 
Americana standing aloof from political 
affairs. Americans and foreigners generally 
have some shadow of excuse ; but wo colo- 
nists have none. If such abuse of tho free- 
dom ol colonial press is perpetrated through 
ignorance, it behoves us to discourago tile 
publication, as it is not merely the iriBults 
offered to our intelligence here which wo 
ought lo resent: it is the injury inflicted upon 
us in England and elsewhcto, iho natural 
conclusion being that us the newspaper is 
received and read amongst us it represents 
our opinions.

Rosa Celeste, which was to whool a 
man in a whaelbarrow on a ropo from a 
stationary polo in tho enclosure to the top of 
the pavilion, a distaoco of threo hundred and 
scvcnty-Gvo feet. Old Jimmy KonnovoD 
was engaged, but wheu ho took his position 
in the wheolbarrow his courage seemed to 
fail him, and Mr DeYoung who had control 
of things, told him to got out and lot the 
rear, whom sho had wheeled beforo take his 
place. The crowd foolishly manifested dis- 
satisfaction at tho change, and Kounovan 
insisted upon going. Tho brave girl took 
her position, confident that if ho romainod 
quiet Bhe could perform the feat. Three 
times DoYoung niado him got out, but he 
sti'onjily insisted on going, and finally they 
Btarted, She had not mado but a fow stops 
when Kennovan lost his balance and said ''I 
am going." Rosa tried hard to steady him, 
but ho had lost confidenco iD himself, and 
rocked the wheelbarrow like a boat, and 
aftor every effort had been mado to save him, 
ho pitched headlong from tho ropo, dragging 
her with him.
